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Vandals Invade Dietz Stadium

KINGSTON 
Dietz Stadium got a new coat 
of paint o\e r the weekend, b ut 
city officials aren t at all happy 
with the job . 
A b and of vandals invaded the 
structure 
Sunday 
night 
with 
paint cans and b rushes. Their 
artistic ex ub erance will cost the 
city an estim ated $1,000 
An angered Andrew J. M ur­ 
phy III, Superintendent of P ark s 
and Recreation, said he b elieves 
three c a r loa d s of te en a gers— 
m em b ers of the Class of 19 72 
at Kingston High School — en 
tered 
the 
unguarded 
stadium 
grounds at ab out 10 p.m. Sun­ 
day. and proceeded to splash 
b uckets of paint over practically 
every surface of the structure. 


The vandals also took tim e 
out 
to 
scrawl 
assorted 
m es­ 
sages and slogans on stadium 
walls 
Murphy said 
the most 
prevalent was “ Class of '72.'’ 
which led hirn to speculate that 
m em b ers of the senior class at 
Kingston High School were re­ 
sponsib le for the vandalism . 
Murphy said the re a r wall of 
the stadium was the most dec­ 
orated. although paint also cov­ 
ered the press b ox along the 
top of the stadium, the power 
stations that are spotted at the 
edge of the outfield, 
and the 
concession stand. M urphy also 
said that windows at the rear 
of the stadium and in the con­ 
cession stand were painted over. 
The 
vandals 
also displayed 
some 
acrob atic 
talents. 
They 
strung a huge b anner b etween 


the catwalks of two light stan 
chions. that carried the words 
“ Class of ’72.” Murphy said the 
catw alks 
are 
9 0 
feet 
ab ove 
ground, and that w hoever put up 
the 
b anner had to m ake the 
perilous climb to the top of the 
pole 
via 
small 
metal 
cleats 
that jut out from the stanchion. 
“ They had to b e crazy.” said 
Murphy. 
The vandalism was discovered 
b y a Pub lic Works crew at, 7 
a.m . today. Murphy was called 
to the scene ¡o survey the d am ­ 
age. 
He then called detectives, 
who a r t investigating. 
Because of Sunday's incident. 
Murphy said the stadium will 
b e locked to the pub lic every 
day at 4:30 p.m ., unless an ac­ 
tivity is scheduled them during 
the evening.

Murphy Emphasized that no 
groups were given permission 
to use the stadium grounds Sun­ 
day night, and he added that 
the facility is not guarded b y a 
night w atchm an, although it is 
patrolled b y city police. 
Murphy noted that vandalism 
at the stadium , "or at nearb y 
Forsyth Park, is a regular oc­ 
currence “ at this tim e of the 
year, right arb und graduation.4’ 
But. he added, “ they never did 
this much dam age b efore.”

would cost $1.000 to clean up 
the mess, 
b ut he said he is 
making no im m ediate clean up 
plans. ‘I’ll wait until the police 
nah whoever did it.” he said.

Until recently , the public has been unaware of the growing energy short­ 
age. But the signs have been with us for some time. 


Our domestic oil production is insufficient to meet rising demands. Oil 
is being imported from foreign countries to make up the difference, but 
our country cannot afford to become too dependent upon foreign oil for 
future economic growth.
